during several years of expe- 
rience as a public teacher. 
In the study of this material science, 
•lie hM Iband it peculiarly di£Elcalt, ewB 
when following the methods of the best class-books 
on the sutyect, to army it with the same perspicuity to 
tiie mind of tiie pupil, that may bo imparled to more 
metaphysical studiM That other teachers have con- 
tended with the same undefined obstaolo. may be 
gathered, not only from the confessions of a large ma- 
jority of tfMm, but >]io ftm tho oomftLMd Mid ^wy 
limited geographical knowIe<lpe in the mcnta! posses- 
sion of most communities. The constant recourse to 
maps, erery where eomwiieiitly suspended for refei^ 
enoe, bears ooilar demonstrttkni to the dimness and 
uncertainty that characterize our goofrnipliiral nttain- 
menta. It is an experience too unlTersal to bo disputed, 
thatwUk tho ehments of lomeorthemorealMtraee 
sciences remain arailaMo in the momon- often throiiph 
life, those of geography are peculiarly shadowy and 
eranefloent. 

It was in the oonscientious endeavor to render this 
important branch as palpable to the understandings of 
pupils as some of the other branches of their education, 
that tho Author «m onihled to tnoe the Mmree of the 
difllcalty jnit eUiided to, to those defects in arrange- 
ment of the class-books in use that the present work 
is designed to remedy. She saw that it was the pre- 
Dutiire emploiyiiieDt of imerplained tenu^ and tho 
burying up of what, at present, only was attainable, by 
that which should bo the very last learned, that con- 
stituted the great impcdimeiit to HtB teadier hi oooTey- 
ing, and to the scholar in acquiring, geographical know-

emblems, mysterious to the pupil, irrclcTant to his 
stage of progress, and, by confusing the eye in Ha aeareh 
for more radical matters, the source of much Tezatious 
waste of time. In a word, she found in these cla.^s- 
books a iatal disregard of that system by which alone 
aagr dorired result can bo mrely Mooaipliahed-Ht 
system whoso niles are conpirohoildod in the fivo 
words, " one thing at a time." 

¥nm the foregoing remarks, the reader will anti- 
dpate the dairns of the present work. It has bosn the 
aim of the Author so to arrange the elements, and 
their exponents tho maps, as to emancipate^ as fiff as 
poaaible^ tUs inteccstbg seisnoe fkon that diTness and 
confusion that have hitherto rendered it awearbMM and 
an ahetnctioB to all classes of learners. In pursuance 
of tills design it has been fimnd expedient to issue 
the work in parts : the present, for the beginner, being 
the First of the Series. Tho py?tem herein adopted 
will be literally retained throughout the Series} it 
having bean prored by experiment the best medhnn 
for evolving in their natural connection the successive 
proportions of the science. Through its operation, tho 
pupil is prepared not only to comprehend, but fre- 
quently to anti^qiate, what MStshonid foOow.

will be found in the present volume. Coniracnciug at 
the iSoundation of the science, its endeavor ia to make 
the impQ thoroughly aoquiJiited vith the loed and 

ri'lalivo positions of the Gr.md Divisions of the Earthj 
extending their political divisions only so &r as to in- 
clude the principal capital cities. It also furnishes the 
pupil with a reasonable mimher of the most important 
islands, capes, bays, rivers, etc., on the earth's surface. 
The subject is developed principally by progressive 
qnefltioD% growing tutunUy oat of each otberj loeh 
as might be suppooei to BpfatttaKtaAf axiflo in the 
mind of a learner. 

In order to quicken the interest of the pupil, and 
bring his imagination to the aid of his understanding, 
the main features of the lessons arc als« pictorially 
presmted in a senes of numerous dei^igns exquisitely 
drainit and engtarcd, that wliile they senw to instmet) 
they may also contribute to elevate and refine the taste 
of the pupil. This feature of the work will be duly 
appreciated by every teacher who has had occasion to 
baiieiit the wmaonaxu casicatdbim that defhnik maity 
of our cla.'^s-bookR, and waste the attention of .scholars. 
Small portions of descriptive Geography are likewise 
tntrodnoed, at deabaUe intervals, as a meaiis of rdaxa- 
tion to the student Hhe maps are clear and large, and

Through this system, the memory of the pupil 
becomes so thoroughlff and pemMnently possessed of 
the oontsDts of a map, as to ruder Um capable, after a 
time, without consulting it, to describe each of its 
physical and political divisions and locjilities, withintel-, 
ligunoe and accuracy.

To facilitate a recapitulatory examination of the 
scholar, a department denominated "Memory's Aid,' 
always succeeds the exercises introduced after each map. 
Framtiuse sereral departments of tbework, questions 
may be presented in a.s many diversified forms, or rever- 
sions, as the teacher or examiner thinks advisable ; and if 
the pupils have properly learned the preceding lessons, 
a correct and intelligent answer will always promptly 
follow. A Pronouncing Vocabulary, containing the 
names of all the natural and poUtical divisions used 
throoghoot the wock, is appended. TUs Toeabulary 
alTords the material for a final examination, by which 
the examiner can determine the precise kind and 
amount of geographical knowledge, possessed by any 
pD|nL The importance of this original and valoaUe 
arrringcmcnt will bo self-evident: as heretofore, no 
method of ascertaining individual deficiencifis in this 
important sdenoe, has been fiimished hf the class* 
boots on the subject ; consequently, pupils haye Iwen 
allowed to graduate from our schools with the crudest 
and roost erratic ideas of a simple subject, that has 
occupied their patient investigation- for years. 

Having thus, as briefly a.s the plan will admit, de- 
fined the nature and intention of the present work, 
the Amhor eonfidentlj safamits the system to flis 
ordeal of experiment. 

The claims it propoees for univensal adoption are : — 

First, That it will mdow a pupa with a thorough 
and permanent knowledge of Qeogn^hy, in at least 
one-half of the time heretofore required for the purpose. 

Second, That its system is mentally refreshing, 
eapahle of enlisttng and retaining the Interest of the 

pttpil, throughout the Series, and of putting the 
teacher in possession of n gaugo to test, as accurately 
as in Mathematicsi, what the pupil knows of the 
science. 

Third, That it will promote uniformity in all the 
classes of a school, wherein the entire Series is used, aa 
there is hnt one mefliod Ihr memorising the contents 
of a map, for each cla.ss, the rules for which will be 
given in the second number of the Series, that result 
being accomplished in the present numl)er by means 
nt the questions.

Boundary. — South America is bounded on the 
north by the Caribbean Sea, on the cast by the At- 
laatifl, oa the urnth hj the StnH of Magellan, and 
on the weak by the Paoife Ocean. 

Political Divisions. — The chief political divis- 
ions of South Araorica are New Granada, Venezuela, 
Guiaua, limzil, Uruguay, La Plata, Patagonia, 
GhiU| Bolma, Peru, Sonador, and Paraguay. 

"New Granada comprises the north-west 
p.art of South America, including the Isthmus 
of Daricn, or Panama. The climate is hot, 
except ou the elevated table-laudB. Quid and 
preaom stoiiM an fimnd in this country in 
huge quantities. 

The capital city is Bogota. 

Venezuela is situated in the northern 
part of South America, east of New Granada. 

A great part of this country consists of a 
vast phun, covered with tall herbage, which 
affords sustenance for immense herds of horses, 
oxen, and mules. 

The captal eitj of Yenesada is Caraooaa. 



Gniaiia is sitoated in the northeiD part 
of South America, east of Yeneiaelay and north 

of BraziL 

The climate is hot, and the soil produces 
a prroat variety of excellent fmits^ also SQgar, 
colibo, cotton, and spices. 

Bnsll, the hugest divisum of Smttli Amer- 
ica» is sitoated in the eastern pait. 

This coontiy possesses a nam, bat de- 
lightful climate, and is noted for its many 
valuable hard wood trees, — such as mahogany, 
rose-woods, dye-woods, &c. ; also for its mines 
of gold and silver. Diamonds and other j>rc- 
cious stones are found in considerable quan- 
tities. 

The ibnets of BrazQ abound with alliga- 
tors, lizards, tigers, monkeys and panots. 

Rio Janubo is the oa|dtal of BiasiL It 
Is a large city, and is beautifoUy situated on 
the west side cf the harbor, or hay of Bio 
Janeinn 

Vraguay is a veiy smsU division cf Sooth 
America, sitoated sooth cf BiaiQ. 

The dimate is healthy and ddic^tftO. 
A laige part of tins ooontiy ccnsista of glassy 

plains, called pampas. 

Montevideo, the capital city, is situated 
on the north bank of the Bio de la Plata. 
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La Plata, or Buenos Ayres, a large 
division of South America, is situated south 
of Bolivia and east of Chili. 

This ooontry is noted fx its immense 
herds cf wild cattle, and fixr its vast plains, 
called pofnpoA. 

BuiHOS Atbm is the captal dAj, 
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Patagonia is the most southerly division 
of South America. 

It is a cold and uncultivated region, m- 
habited by Indians, and but little known. 

Patagonia has no capital city. 

Chili, a long narrow extent of country, is 
situated in the western part of South America. 

The climate is pleasant and healthy. 

This country contains many mines of gold 
and silver, and it is noted for its numerous 
volcanoes and frequent earthquakes. 

The capital city is Santiago. 

Bolivia lies in the western pan of South 
America, north of La Plata. 

It possesses a very warm climate, and is 
particularly noted for its rich silver mines. 

Chuquisaca is the capital city. 

Peru is situated in the western part of 
South America. The climate is hot, and the 
country is frequently visited by violent earth- 
quakes. 



Peru is distinguished for the abundance 
of its precious metals. 

Lima, the capital, is the most beautifid 
city of South America. 

Ecuador, a western division of South 
America, lies between New Granada on the 
nortli, and Peru on the south.
